Pitts, in relating what he knows about 
farming, touches up the hog question 
in this style: "To make Berkshire pigs 
out of your hazel splitters, select a cool 


day, 
stand them on their hams, tied to a 


sapling, and drire their noses back into 
their shoulders, leaving about an inch 
protruding. If you look at the agri- 
cultural papers you will see that all 
blooded hogs are fixed tbat way. If you 
have any whose noses are longer than 
the rest of the body, better sell them to 
an artesian well company for drills, as 
you cannot drive the nose back with- 
out telescoping the whole pig. When 
you cut up hogs leave the ham square, 
leave some hair, too, salt everlastingly, 
and they will be worth several cents 
lees per pound than when trimmed and 
cured so that a Christian can eat them."

civil rights bill, as it passed the House

Section 1. That all persons within 


the jurisdiction of tho Unitod States 
shall bo ontitied to the full and equal 
enjoyment of hcpbniihodations, advanta- 
ges, facilities and privileges of ions, 
public ponveyRDc.es ,pn land or water, 
theaters and other places of public 
amusement, subject only to rtie condi-" 
tiom and limitations established by law 
and applicable alike to citizens of every 
race' and color, regardless of any pre- 
vious condition of servitude. 


Sec. 2, That any person who shall 


violate tho foregoing section, by deny' 
ing to any citizen, except for reasons by. 
law applicable to citizens of every race 
and color, and regardless of any previ- 
ous condition of servitude, the full-en 
joymenl of any of the accommodations, 
advantages, facilities or privileges in 
said section enumerated, or by aiding 
or inciting such denial, shi.ll 'for ey.ery 
such offense forfeit and pay the sum of 
five hundred dollars to tho person ag 
grieved thereby, to bo recovered in an 
action of debt with full costs, and shall 
also, for every such offense bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof be fined not less than 
8500 nor more than 81,000, or shall be 
imprisoned not leas than thirty days, 
nor uioro than one year : provided, that
